As shown in FIG. 5, the web page preferably includes a section 550 upon 
which. . .

...number of participants can.be chosen (e.g., on-line) by the individual 
initially registering for the on - line service on behalf of the 
deceased . In addition, in some embodiments, the registering individual 
can select a particular time limit for the presentation. . . 

...in example c) , individuals can be added to a list of contributors that 
are posted on the web site along with information regarding the 
deceased . 

F, Terrestrial Memorials 

a ) Website Memorials 

According to preferred embodiments of the invention, the web site 
includes permanent or semi-pennanent displays as memorials for the 
deceased . In this regard, the web site preferably includes a search 
engine or other means by which a name of an individual can be located in 
order to "click on" or to otherwise select the memorial for that 
individual . 

Each web site memorial can include: a) images of the individual and/or 
the individual's family or friends, b) biographical...
